vernment has given the unite in Chabar and Silingol Leagues 


from 20 to 30 rounds of ammanitios per man; the Suiyuan Provincial Govern- 


ment has occasionally done the e:me for the units in UVlanjap and Yeneje 
Leagues, but in both cases, delivery ustally has not been made even four 
or five months after the ammanilion was committed. 


The troopa in the four Leagues ull have rifles, mostly 79mm and 6Smn 
(type 38) pieces, and there are 2 few light machine guns, but the aqui p= 
ment 12 old and the ammunition je limited to about 80 rounds per man. 
If, in moving to the Alashan aria, these troops are forced to engage in 
one oF two battles, they will poobably use wp thelr ammunition. I¢ is 
possible that some units will eacounter Uljiwachir (Wulji Ochar) and his 
Chinese Commnist-controlled tisops, who mamber only about 500 and whose 
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expply of ammmition is low. Because the PPC units have not deen 
unified, out left to fight as amall individual unites without a eone tant 


‘source of supply, their record against Uljiwachir has not been good. 
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
